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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 



Amended claim 19 and newly submitted claims 210-26 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention 
originally claimed for the following reasons: The claims as amended are drawn to a process of producing a film by a series of steps 
which require specific components and solvents, while the priginally claimed process related to casting of films having some 
properties and not requiring any of the specific components or steps. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). 
In the instant case, the different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs. The originally 
claimed process process was a processs that produces specific films by casting any solution and the amended c=process requires 
addition of specified components. The amended claims are, thus, drawn to a very different invention from the originally claimed 
invention, (in addition, newly presented claims are drawn to plurality of species requiring further election such as first solvent) 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, all pending claims are withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03.
